Dear Mr. Walker: 

It was good to see the announce- 
ment of your Questions and Answers 
column in the “new-style”’ Precision 
Shooting. Herewith, then, a few ques- 
tions! :— 

1. This stems from your article on 
bedding. Agreed wholeheartedly on the 
principle and practice of bedding 
actions that you advocate. And yet 
there is still a lot about the subject 
which is puzzling. Speaking of rifles 
with floating barrels — the usual kind 
we are interested in — though the 
properly-bedded action, and the stock 
it is bedded into, are under no strain 
or stress when tested with the barrel 
vertical, yet when the rifle is in the 
usual, near-horizontal, shooting posi- 
tion the receiver and stock are under

considerable strain from the weight of 
the floating barrel. If they were not, 
the barrel would fall into the barrel- 
channel in the forearm! The weight 
of the barrel tends to lift the back end 
of the receiver, and is prevented from 
doing so by the rear guard-screw, and 
to some extent by the centre-screw in 
3-screw actions The receiver must bend 
a little as a result. My question is 
this: why a receiver can be subjected 
to some strain of this kind (resulting 
from the bending force applied by the 
weight of a fully-floating barrel) and 
the rifle still be accurate; and yet, if 
any stress exists in the receiver as a 
result of the screws pulling the receiver 
against a poor bedding job (as would 
be shown up in your tests with the 
barrel vertical) accuracy practically 
always suffers? I note, too, that in all 
actions with the usual forward locking 
lugs, the stress in the action is in 
what is conventionally regarded as a 
non-operative part (from the shooting 
point of view) behind the locking 
lugs! 

2. This is really a continuation of 
1. above. The floating barrel, by reason 
of its weight, subjects a receiver to 
some bending strain. My own researches 
into this subject suggest that, all other 
things being equal, (i.e. quality of bar- 
rels and ammunition) there is for each 
type of action a certain optimum gab 
weight of barrel to give greatest ac- 
curacy with that style of action. To 
exceed this weight means that the ac- 
curacy of the rifle will fall off. As the 
barrel becomes too heavy for the ac- 
tion and “takes charge” of the latter, 
as it were. Taking the Mauser 98 
action and 26 to 28-inch barrels as 
“standards” I tentatively conclude that 


the optimum weights of fully-floating 
barrels may be:— 

“A” — “Normal” 98 action with 
magazine cut — 3! to 4 lbs. 


“B” — “Benchrest” 98 action with 
solid floor — 5 to 6 lbs. 

“Cc” — 98 action with heavy 
“strongback” or sleeve*~— at least 9 


to 10 lbs., perhaps much more. 

I would like your opinion on this, 
related to any bolt-action you choose, 
any my guess is that lots of other bench- 
resters would be interested too. The 
above is not meant to imply that a 
certain, say 4 lb., barrel wouldn’t give 
better accuracy in a reinforced action, 
style “C”, than a “plain” action, style 
“A”, That is another question of 
course. In fact, with a certain 4 lb. 
barrel, would you expect much differ- 
ence in accuracy between actions “A” 
and “C”, and if so why do you think 
this is? 

3. (a) The 6mm. International, and 
even the 6 x 47, cartridges interest me 
as possible 300-meter Free Rifle cart- 
ridges. A chap I know is experiment- 
ing with a Free rifle for each of these 
cartridges. Their mild recoil and great 
accuracy are matters of record, but 
how do their best wind-bucking loads 
(I assume these are still highly ac- 
curate) compare over 300 meters with 
the 168 gr. Sierra 30 caliber bullet 
from the 7.62 NATO cartridge? I as- 
sume all cartridges in question loaded 
to usual working pressures. What are 
the best wind-bucking loads in these 
two cartridges? 

(b) If you had to choose a cartridge 
and load for 300-meter shooting, what 
would they be? 

4. I read in a contemporary maga- 
zine that at least one of the major

arms companies is reading our minds 
to find out what we want in future 
products. If they are why are shooters 
of “magnum” 30-calibers unable to buy 
new 30 Newton brass? The bullgun 
artists who have experience of this car- 
tridge for 1000 yard shooting have never 
been satisfied with any belted-magnum 
case, for various reasons, and among 
the people I speak to, at least, a real 
demand exists for the 30 Newton, ruin- 
less, un-belted, to the old specifications. 
It took a long time for the .22/250 to 
appear in factory form, let’s hope not so 
long for the good .30 Newton to re- 
appear. One of the “majors” still has 
not got its “own” .30-caliber magnum. 
A surprising number of people may be 
holding their breath hoping that when 
it appears it will be their old friend. 

Have the companies really got their 
ears to the night bits of ground? 

Sure good to see your face in PS 
again.

Dear John: 


Agreed that there are many puzzling 
things about rifle bedding. I do not 
believe that anyone has all the an- 
swers. My own experience is limited to 
varmint weight rifles and sporters. 


The heavy bench rest __ rifles, 
although the same principles apply, 
are getting away from bedding prob- 
lems by using special heavy construc- 
tions not necessarily applicable to the 
Varmint Class rifle. However, Ed Shi- 
len claims to have success with an 
aluminum sleeve surrounding a_por- 
tion of a M/600 Remington action 
and a few inches of the barrel at the 
rear. The inside of the tube is filled 
with epoxy. The sleeve is then bedded 
in the stock. The rear of the receiver 
and the portion of the barrel outside 
the sleeve are floating. 

Since the barrel dimensions are 
strictly limited in the Varmint Classes, 
this method is presently interpreted as 
outside the rules since it effectively 
adds to the barrel dimensions at the 
rear. Although this seems to be a good 
construction, I have no experience 
with it and would not attempt to as- 
sess its value. If this method will 
work, then it is possible that the same 
portion of the receiver and_ barrel 
could be bedded in the stock with 
good results, particularly since the four 
inches of barrel at the receiver can 
be 1.25” in diameter and would easily 
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accept a guard screw hole on the 
under side. 

Certainly the weight of the free 
floating barrel is a factor in the receiv- 
er bedding. In Varmint rifles, and 
heavier rifles as well, the objective in 
bedding should be to get the metal 
and wood to assume the exact same 
relationship to each other after every 
shot. Many bench rest enthusiasts be- 
lieve this is accomplished by elimina- 
ting as much stress and friction from 
the wood-metal connection as possible. 
Some who have the facilities are using 
a dial indicator rig fastened to the 
fore-end with the dials ‘against the 
barrel. The “return to zero” properties 
of the combination can be checked 
with this set-up. 

The stresses in the action set-up by 
firing are not limited to the direct 
action of the force against the bolt 
face. The center of gravity of most 
rifles is considerably below the bore 
centerline. In addition, friction on 
sand bags and the method of firing 
add reacting forces below the center- 
line. The acceleration forces of firing, 
due to these reacting forces, cause a 
torque to be applied to the rifle in the

vertical plane which flexes the barrel 
downward. In most rifles, when this 
occurs, the receiver is flexed upward 
in the center. 

All of this movement causes varying 
amounts of rubbing between the re- 
ceiver and the receiver bed in the 
stock. The metal and the wood had 
darn well better return to its original 
relationship, exactly, or the next shot 
will be out of the group. 

The relationship of barrel weight to 
receiver stiffness is certainly of some 
importance if the receiver alone is to 
be used to hold the weight of the bar- 
rel. This is the reason why many are 
looking for different methods of bed- 
ding the Varmint Class rifles in order 
to use the lower cost actions. The 
exact relationship between barrel 
weight and action is probably not as 
well defined as your A B C tabulation. 
A M/40X with test barrel 134” x 
28” is available which shoots 10-shot 
aggregates under .300”. This rifle is 
bedded on the action only. 

Another very important item being 
given lots of attention by bench rest 
enthusiasts is the target telescope. Part- 
icularly in the Varmint Class the

method of mounting is important. The 
lighter, free floating, barrels are affect- 
ed by the frictional forces between 
the tube and the mounts when at 
least the front mount is fastened to 
the barrel. An adequate telescope 
which can be mounted entirely on the 
receiver is needed. None are available 
at the present time. If we are to take 
full advantage of the barrel weight 
allowed by the Varmint Class rules, 
this telescope and mount should weigh 
in the neighborhood of 1 pound. 

At the present time I would have 
to pick the 7.62 Nato as the best 300 
meter International Match cartridge. 
The reason for this choice is the avail- 
ability of the 168 grain Hollow Point 
Boat Tail in that caliber. There are 
no bullets available in other calibers 
to equal it in accuracy and wind buck- 
ing ability up to 300 yards. The 6mm’s 
are easier to shoot and possibly with 
custom home-made bullets in 85 to 
90 grain could equal the 7.62 with 
added development. However, no one 
seems to be willing to make the effort 
with the 7.62 already available. 

The market for 30 caliber Magnums 
is not of a size conducive to interest 
the arms companies enough to intro-

Dear Sir: 


In W.J. Purcell’s article on page 14 
of July issue, photo of Straight Line 
Bullet Seater, mention is made “that 
the base cup is unnecessary if seater 
is placed on a flat surface.” 

I have used such seaters for years 
and found out the hard way that not 
using the base cup can be very dan- 
gerous. 

On seating bullet the cartridge ex- 
ploded. The piece of steel seater was 
resting on was driven through the 
table and the seating plunger knob 
was shot out of the seater and struck 
me just over my eye, fortunately mis- 
sing my eye, but putting me out cold. 
Lucky for me no fractured skull. 

While this might never happen 
again, I don’t think the base cup with 
hole in center which prevents the 
primer from contact with anything 
should be called unnecessary refine- 
ment. There were no powder granules

Dear Sirs: 


In regards to Chuck Lawley’s article 
in the August issue of P.S. (Big holes 
for Higher scores). I was somewhat 
disturbed by some of the remarks. 

The one thing that disturbed me 
most by Chuck’s article was the chart 
(6mm vs. 308 advantages). I would 
like to take the items he listed and 
dwell on each for a moment. 

Ist. Wind deflection: True, wind at 
100 yds won’t affect a .30 calibre as 
much as a 6mm; however, how about 
a tail or head wind? Seems to me the 
big bullets would drop faster in the 
same head wind since once they start 
their drop the big bullet will dive 
faster because it’s heavier and more 
surface area. 

2nd. Recoil & Jump. How much 
difference is there really between a 6 
mm of .250 Savage case capacity, and 
a .308? Certainly enough to make the 
shooter reposition either rifle to some 
great degree after firing especially in 
a 10% |b. rifle with a 214” fore end. 
I would think “Recoil & Jump” in 
this case would be up to the shooter. 

3rd: Bullets Available It would seem 
to me that there are many more avail- 
able .30 cal. match bullets on the 
markets now than there are 6mm bul- 
lets since I can name from Sierra alone 
the 168 Int., the 108 match King, the 
190 match King, the 200 Match King, 
and now possible the 165 Sierra B.T. 
and I can only recall one “match” bul- 
let for 6mm available over the counter. 
That’s the 80 grain 6mm Remington. 
After all how many Hunter Target 
shooters make their own bullets? 

4th: Cost of Shooting. How many 
“target” shootings that are Soley en- 
tranced with punching paper are 
really concerned with “Cost”. If we 
thought we could win by using a silver 
dollar for a bullet “We would try it.” 

Sth: Barrel Life. I would suggest 
that you drag out some of the back 
issues of the ‘“‘National Rifleman” and 
read about some of Uncle Sam exclu- 
sive tests that were run on barrel life. 
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At present I have 2500 rounds on my 
308 Hart BBL rifle, “and she’s still 
going strong.” 

In fact I plan to enter it in the 
Modesto H.V. matches Sept. 10, 1967, 
I may not win but I bet I get a sand- 
wich while they get a meal. 

6th: Hole Size. Naturally it’s larger 
so the .30 calibre has to have some 
sort of an advantage over the 6mm. 
I found that when I built my .308 
my score increased by at least 1 point 
per target consistently over my Hart 
barreled 6mm. 

7th: Accuracy, No Wind. I can 
hardly see how you can give the ac- 
curacy trophy to the 6mm’s. I some- 
times wonder if there were as many 
.30’s being fired in competion as 6mm’s 
& .22’s if they wouldn’t hold some of 
the records at present? It seems at the 
last Richmond Rod & Gun Club shoot 
“Hunter Target” the first six places 
were as follows: 


L. Thompson .308 Improved 250-25X 
B. Underwood 308 Win 247-23X 
D. Underwood .308 M.S. 246-22X 
H. Laugh .308 244- ? 
C. Stilner 6-25 243- ? 
J. McFarland .308 Win 242- ?P 


In my opinion this rather speaks for 
itself in favor of “Big Holes for Higher 
Scores.”

Stanley exceeded by fifteen points the 
old record of 1264 set by Army Mercer 
in 1964. 

The Infantry Trophy Team Match 
is a’fire and movement’ contest fired 
against time at successive ranges of 
600, 500 and 300 yards by a six man 
team. Because of the high rate of fire 
required to score the silhouettes’ tar- 
get the match has become better known 
as the “rattle battle”. 


The Presidents Match, fired at 200, 
300 and 600 yard stages was won by 
Army Staff Sgt. Arpail Gapol. He 
posted a 293 out of 300 points to tie 
Navy’s POI Richard Grogan. However, 
Gapol fired a perfect 100 at the 600 
yard line to outrank the Navyman’s 
98. For his victory, Gapol received a 
congratulatory message from the Pres- 
ident of the United States and a Gold 
Medal. 

Back at the 1000 yard line in the 
Leech Cup Match Army’s World 
Champion, Margaret Thompson fired 
an amazing 100 with 18°V’s only two 
shots out of the center of the bullseye. 
Her score placed third in the match 
at the final tally. 

In the same match but in the Bolt 
Rifle Division her team-mates Maj. 
Presley Kendall and SFC Herbet Dun- 
can placed second and third respec- 
tively. 

For the National Service Rifle 
Championship Lt. James Bowen, US 
MC, was high in the seven match ag- 
gregate with 1546. Staff Sgt. Gapol, 
Lt. Gary Anderson and SFC Chester 
Hamilton were runners-up. 

Three of the best woman shooters 
in the nation were in contention for 
the National Womans Rifle title but 
Staff Sgt. Barbara Hile, U.S. Army 
successfully defended her crown for her 
sixth National Championship. Her 
1515 score outpointed Navy’s PO2 
Elaine Lehtinen’s 1509 and Capt. 
Margaret Thompson’s 1507. 

The 1967 National Matches closed 
out with the USMC Zahm Team win- 
ning the National Trophy Team 
Match. Army Eastern and Army West- 
ern placed second and third. 


The U.S. Army International Rifle 
Team defending their National Cham- 
pionships dominated the 1967 Small- 
bore Rifle Prone and Position cham- 
pionships at the National Matches, 
Camp Perry, Ohio. 
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The precision shooting of Capt. 
Bruce Meredith and World Champions 
Capt. Margaret Thompson and Lt. 
Gary Anderson, all members of the 
gold medal winning U.S. Pan-Ameri- 
can Shooting Team; won for them- 
selves and the Army three major cham- 
pionships. 


Meredith, fresh from his Pan-Amer- 
ican Games team victories, set a new 
match record by dropping only four 
points to win the National Prone 
Championship with a 6396-593x. Only 
two points off the pace was Army’s 
Capt. David Ross who placed second 
with 6394 while civilian John Carri- 
son, Wilmington, Del. was third. 


Meredith led the Army in a clean 
sweep of the Prone Any Sight Aggre- 
gate by setting a new National record 
3200-218. Capt. Ross and Lt. John 
Writer placed second and third respec- 
tively. 


Gary Anderson, fresh from a double 
team victory in the Pan-American 
Games, paced the Army to a one, 
two, three victory in the National 
Position Championship. His 3171 led 
Lt. John Writer’s 3162 and Capt. John 
Foster’s 3160. On his way to victory 
Anderson placed in the top three 
places of every match. 


Foster’s strong shooting won him the 
Any Sight Position Aggregate while 
Reservist David Kimes, former Army 


Team member, won the Metallic 
Sight Position contest. 
World Champion Capt. Margaret 


Thompson, 1967 Pan-American Games 
Gold Medalist, successfully defended 
her National Womans Position title 


with a 3127. 


In the Team Matches Army Blue 
shattered two position team records. 
They fired a 1580 for the Four Posi- 
tion Metallic Sight Team Champion- 
ship and 1582 for the Four Position 
Any Sight Team Championship. Mem- 
bers of the Blue team, coached by Lt. 
Wallace Lyman were Anderson, 
Writer, Foster and Maj. Presley Ken- 
dall.

A NEPHEW AT THE NATIONALS

Once again we were on our way to 
the Nationals — this time with a 16 
year old nephew along as the “begin- 
ner”.

“Letting go of the sandbag or not 
pulling your scope back?”, asks his 
uncle. One of many lessons that were 
to come. 

Bob and Wally Hart opened the 
shop for a tour. Gary came back fas- 
cinated, Stan came back with a new 
front rest, and I got a stock blank out 
of it all. I think that was pretty canny 
salesmanship on Bob’s part. 

Gary had recently purchased his 
first rifle — a .22. He came back from 
the clubhouse quite excited. “There’s 
a 6x scope down there for $9.00!” 
Uncle and nephew went to look. Well 
— it turned out the tag was partially 
hidden — the price was $49.00. But 
who can blame a boy for wishing? 

Rifles cracking in the dawn served 
as alarm clocks on Tuesday. The 
rangemaster, Wally Hart, called for 
registration over the PA long before 
it seemed time for even the birds to 
be up. When I finally managed to 
peer out the trailer door, the early sun- 
light filtering thru streaks in the fog 
tinged the shooting area with gold 
and light green. The range seemed to 
be an oasis in the fog — a scene 
lifted out of fantasy. The flag rose

After all, he was 
spending a good deal of his time with 
a World’s Record holder! 

Nights, as the light quickly faded, 
we'd hear a rifle or two still sounding 
off — and wonder what the fellows 
could possibly see to shoot at. 

Maybe the word heavy in Heavy 
Varmint class influenced the weather- 
man. Wind and rain came to play 
their own background music. I think 
the matches were highlighted by 3 
items — the fantastic shooting of Red 
Cornelison, the interest in the new 
team trophy and Cliff Carr’s win- 
ning a 100 yd. match with a .176, 
thereby earning himself a bolo tie. 

Eighteen 4-man teams vied for the 
Texas State Team Trophy, a memorial 
to Wm. S. Coleman. Interest grew 
steadily as the winds buffeted the 
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hopes up and down. The W. Va. No. 
3 Ridgerunners took first place, fol- 
lowed by the New Englanders and 
then the Texans. I was supposed to 
get a letter from Ed Shilen which has 
not arrived, and I’m_ wondering 
whether the Texans were strung up 
when they got home for not taking 
the trophy back with them. I under- 
stand Texans are a prideful bunch. 

A banquet was held Friday night 
at which time the trophies were 
awarded. I was attended all the cour- 
tesies and amenities possible by my 
partner for the evening, Cliff Carr.
